The Government of Goa is pleased to introduce 
the " Scheme for Promoting Pre Vocational 
Education " in the State of Goa for general 
information for the public . 


Besides, students from a large pool of unskilled 
labour force and need opportunities for training 
in some skills either in their traditional 
occupations or in the new areas to enable them 
to take up skilled and gainful occupations . 


Introduction. Secondary and Higher 
Secondary Education are important terminal 
stages in the system of general education because 
it is at these points that options are exercised by 
the youth to enter the world of employment or to 
go for technical training or pursue higher 
education . Educationists and experts have 
consistently recommended that education at 
these stages should be given a vocational bias to 
link it with the world of work . 


Name of the Scheme . - The Scheme shall be 
called " Scheme for Promoting Pre Vocational 
Education " . 


Aims and objectives.- ( i) To impart training in 
marketable skills for students in classes VIII, IX 
& X. 
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( i) To develop vocational interests and aptitude 
in enhancing productivity and to allow the self 
exploration of vocational preferences .

Components of the Scheme.- ( 1 ) Pre - vocational 
courses shall be introduced in 22 high schools in 
the State i.e. 2 schools per Taluka in Std . VIII to 
X. 


Implementing agency . - The Vocational section 
of the Directorate of Education shall be the nodal 
agency for the scheme under the Directorate of 
Education and applications for starting Pre 
vocational courses will be accepted and 
scrutinized by the section . 


(2 ) The Pre -vocational courses would be in 
modular for and each school could initially offer 
I course from the following :

The Integrated Educational Complex is an 
unique approach to provide better education 
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its distinctive character in terms of physical 
structure , educational approach , teacher 
administrators and students . 


(with common facilities ) to students coming from 
all backgrounds as it is observed that many of the 
schools located in Urban areas are functioning in 
congested areas / flats and do not have any space 
for infrastructure facilities such as playground , 
auditorium , etc. which does not provide the right 
school atmosphere . 


7. The Management and maintenance of the 
building /buildings will be the responsibility of 
the school / institution concerned . 


Components of the Scheme 


8. The common / shared facilities at each 
Complex shall be developed through Private Public 
Partnership (PPP ) mode , on build - operate - transfer 
basis . 


1. The Integrated Educational Complex would 
provide approximately 3000 to 6000m2 for every 
school / institution for separate building /buildings 
depending on the strength of the students . 


Eligibility : 


2. Apart from the school/ institutional building , 
separate area / space will be provided to 
accommodate all the facilities necessary for 
academic and co - curricular activities which will 
be shared by all . The shared space shall have a 
computer training centre, library, audio -visual 
centre , health care unit , auditorium , playgrounds , 
canteen , stores , space for parking , etc. 


1. Government - aided institutions in the City / 
/ Town of Panaji / Margao /Mapusa located within 10 
kms . of the complex site and engaged in 
educational activities, if they so desire to shiftfrom 
their present location due to the fact that their 
schools are presently functioning in areas 
which are congested and with insufficient 
infrastructure , may apply . 


3. The Integrated Educational Complex would 
consist of three major group facilities . 


2. Existing Government educational institutions 
that have no or insufficient premises and located 
within 10 kms . of the proposed complex site may 
also apply . 


(a ) Centre of learning including classrooms, 
laboratory , 

library ,

The institutions which fulfill the eligibility criteria 
have to apply to the Director of Education 
requesting for allotment of land giving all the 
details as follows :

(C ) Fitness Centre including gymnasium , 
tennis /basket ball /badminton courts , athletic 
track , health care center .

4. The allotment of land to each school, 
/ institution shall be on a lease basis . 


(iv ) Copy of recent Managing Committee 
approved by the Department . 


5. The construction of the building of the school / 
/ institution shall be attended to independently by 
the school management for which the institution 
may avail of the benefit under infrastructure 
Scheme for Government aided institutions . 
However, the building plan should invariably be 
approved by the Government . 


V ) The institution should give an under taking 
that they will utilize the land for the purpose it 
was granted and that the building /buildings 
construct within three years . 


Scrutiny of proposals 


All proposals under the Scheme shall be 
scrutinized by a committee comprising of Director 
of Education , Senior Dy . Director of Education , 
Joint Director of Accounts as member .

be considered as wage rate applicable to that
